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Concerning Arabic Grimoires 

The publication of Red Magic by al-Toukhi marked an impor¬ 
tant hallmark in Western occultism, as it was the first release 
of a standard Arabic occult text into the English language. 
Western readers have been introduced to very unique Ara¬ 
bic Hermetic texts such as Ghayat al-Hakim (Picatrix) in the 
past. However, rarely has an actual straight translation of a 
basic book on Arabic sorcery been made available to Western 
practitioners. 

With any new cultural infusion, a number of important ques¬ 
tions, criticisms, and inquiries are bound to arise. The release 
of Red Magic is no exception. 

Let us start by restating the obvious. We are dealing with 
authentic Jinn Magic sorcery books. This is an example of 
the literature of books that have inspired the various legends 
in the Western world and spawned their own class of ficti¬ 
tious literature like the Necronomicon. Fiction is more fun 
or appealing at times than the real McCoy, but for the serious 
practitioner of the craft nothing can take the place of the real 
deal. 

The first thing that pops up after a cursory browse of the table 
of contents is the existence of so many love spells in books 
like this one and Red Magic, by al-Toukhi. The answer to this 
is in two parts. The first has to do with the concept of “red” 
magic itself. Red magic takes its name from Mars. In Arabic 
sorcery. Mars is the ruler of the domain of sex, domination, 
and violence. Mars and Saturn are the two most commonly 
used forces in sorcery as evidenced by the repeated occur¬ 
rence of the names of the corresponding jinn kings through¬ 
out the literature. 
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The second part requires a bit of cultural understanding. The 
reality that may escape newcomers is that 80 % of love spells 
in Arabic books are not about love at all. Does this mean that 
most of these love spells can be used for any purpose a magi¬ 
cian desires? Absolutely! Most of those spells are not designed 
or written in the familiar structure of love spells that populate 
Western Wicca books. Literally, all you have to do is change 
the end line of the spell from “make so and so fall madly in 
love with so and so” to whatever you want, including, “come 
and appear here before me visibly”. 

The love spells turn with a switch of a few words to a spirit 
evocation not that dissimilar from what appears in Western 
grimoires. When the spell stipulates the use of an object be¬ 
longing to the target for the spell, a classical magician knows 
that this can often be replaced by the effigy or seal of the 
spirit for general evocational purposes. 

This begs the question. Why hide magical techniques under 
such a crass veil? Herein rests the need for cultural under¬ 
standing. Arabic sorcery books are often banned in Islamic 
countries with severe penalities, including beheading, for any 
one that owns them. They are so taboo that most people will 
hide them from family and friends. People buying them in 
the first place do so for extreme reasons as it can bring about 
major legal and social consequences. Unless the books stay in 
print, there is a massive risk that the knowledge will be lost 
through the generations. This means that each Arabic book 
has to appeal to the most primal and consistent of human 
needs to guarantee that people will take huge risks to acquire 
them. There is no more powerful a positive urge other than 
love and sexuality. Couching magical techniques in the ve¬ 
neer of a love spell ensures their survivability due to demand 
and this approach has worked! 
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We realize that this is asking our readers to stretch their 
imaginations when looking at the texts. However, it is a small 
price to pay when you consider the treasure trove of magical 
techniques and powerful methods that lie in their pages. 

The second question that arises has to do with the varied 
number of words that appear in Arabic. Many readers will be 
surprised to know that if a word has Arabic in bracket after 
it, it is most likely not Arabic at all! Very rarely is Arabic itself 
used to construct magical words of power. It isn’t surpris¬ 
ing when you consider that Arabic magic works with a non- 
Arabic, non-human race of magical beings. The words used 
are meant to resonate to them to ensure their response to the 
magician. We have added these words, in the original Arabic 
script in which they appeared, to help scholars of Western 
occultism study them, analyze them, and possibly find their 
linguistic roots. It is well-nigh impossible to do that if all that 
is based on English phonetics. 

The third question that often comes up has to do with lack 
of complete editorial commentary on the text. This request 
understandably stems from the emergence of solid scholarly 
analysis of traditional Western grimoires in the recent decade. 
We would like to see this as well in due time. Our readers 
need to keep in mind that these Western texts number less 
than fifty at best and that they have been in print for hundreds 
of years for Western readers to consume. Even with that in 
mind, it was only in the last couple of decades that the real 
scholarly expositions began to appear. It is an evolutionary 
process that occurs as these books become part of the psyche 
of the scholarly community and familiarity increases. 

In contrast, we as a publishing firm, are still at stage one. We 
are trying to make available a never-before translated body 
of magical corpus that stretches over hundreds of books and 
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manuscripts. It is a herculean task, as it is, and there are few 
resources to see it happen at a pace we would like, let alone 
spend years in textual and contextual study. 

We feel the books themselves are self-explanatory for the 
practising magician familiar with the basics of the tradition. 
Therefore, it would make more sense to provide these basics 
in a single available source and divert our resources to the 
translation of as many of these books as possible. Therefore, 
we recommend that readers of these grimoires pick up books 
by authors such as Nineveh Shadrach and join communi¬ 
ty groups where discussions of these techniques are taking 
place. This is an emerging new realm of study and in due 
time the available resources will be enough for scholars of 
all types to begin to flesh out the texts and truly polish their 
jewels. 

We would like to take this opportunity to thank our readers 
for their support, for it is your acquisition of these publica¬ 
tions that is making it possible for us to continue our transla¬ 
tion efforts of future books.

T f you want to use it without exercise and fast- 
ing, then arrange it before working with it along 
the times, so that after each prayer you read it 
seven times for the duration of a week. If you 
want to fetch someone or to arouse them, write 
the benefic seal and the conjuration around it. 
Bum incense and recite the conjuration 41 times. 
Hang it in the air and the target will come, even 
if chained. Also, from its specialties in love and 
positive reception, write the benefic seal and re¬ 
cite the conjuration seven times over it. It should 
be hung on the head between the eyes. The Rou- 
haniah will answer him in what he wants. 

From its specialties in causing bleeding, write 
the malefic seal with the words of Him who is 
Exalted: “He said ride in it... you are drowned.” 
They are to be written around each side of the 
magical square. During the period of writing, in¬ 
cense with malefic incense and recite the con- 
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juration seven times. Then, after tying it with a 
string made from red silk, place it on the horn 
of a goat. Let one comer of the string be outside 
and seal it with tar or wax and place it near a 
source of running water. The target of the spell 
will bleed. 

If you want to fetch a sorcery from a place that is 
far or near, then take two dishes and place them 
on top of each other. Write on two pomegran¬ 
ate branches: “Allah is He who brings forth the 
hidden thing from the heavens and the earth and 
knows what you hide and what you publicly de¬ 
clare.” Then you charge Dahmos with 

bringing the sorcery against N. into this contain¬ 
er. Strike with them above the container while 
you recite the conjuration and charge the ser¬ 
vants and they will bring it, even if it is in the 
ends of the country.

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By the right of Metatron, the intimate angel of 
God sitting on the ninth orbit, for fear of whom 
the orbits quake and the hearts of both jinn and 
demons pulsate—because of the obedience you 
owe him. By the right of the prophet Solomon 
the son of David (upon whom be peace). By the 
right of Him who said, “An ‘ifrit of the jinn said, 
‘I will bring it unto you before you rise from 
your place. And most surely I am strong and 
trustworthy for such work.’ One who had knowl¬ 
edge of the Book said, ‘I will bring it unto you in 
the blink of an eye,”’ and “It is from Solomon, 
and is (as follows): ‘In the name of God, Most 
Merciful and Gracious. Be not arrogant against 
me, but come unto me in submission,’” quickly 
and obediently, by the right of God, Lord of the 
Worlds. Answer and make haste. Throw down 
anyone who disobeys me and remains behind 
from amongst the tribes of the jinn, ‘ifrits, devils, 
and rebel spirits, by the right which these names 
possess over you.

Answer, listen, 
and obey, before angels with burners descend 
upon you who will rend your veils, sever your 
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limbs, slaughter your children, incinerate your 
insides, and scorch you with the intensely hot 
fire, ‘a fire whose walls will encompass them. 
And if they appeal for help, they will be given 
water like molten copper, which will roast their 
faces. What a terrible drink and evil abode.’ 

Those are the angels of anger and wrath. So if 
you refuse and disobey the names of my Lord 
and your Lord, and fulfill not my need, then you 
will be among the losers. If, however, you obey 
the names of my Lord and your Lord, and fulfill 
my need, you will be among the believers. ‘Sure¬ 
ly those who believe and do righteous deeds will 
have gardens beneath which rivers flow: That is 
the great triumph. Surely the might of your Lord 
is great. Surely it is He who begins and repeats. 
And He is the Forgiving, the Loving, the owner 
of the noble Throne, who does as He wills. Has 
the story of the hosts reached you? Of Pharaoh 
and Thamud?

for God understands the finest mysteries, (and) 
is well-acquainted (with them).’

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or be robbed; on a ship, it will never sink; with 
an army, they will never be defeated. It holds an 
untold amount of blessings and authority. It con¬ 
tains the Supreme Name of God, so understand 
the value of what has reached you, and do not un¬ 
derestimate its power. Whatever God bestows on 
you of noble knowledge by which He grants you 
victory and which he reveals unto you, guard, for 
thereby eleven treasure chests are opened. 

It is said that it used to be in the storehouses of 
the kings, the Caliph Harun al-Rashid, and his 
son al-Mu‘tasim, and that it was successively in¬ 
herited by following generations until it reached 
al-Zahir Yabras. When he carried it, all of cre¬ 
ation would obey him. Thus, he began to vener¬ 
ate it because of the blessings he saw therein. So 
make every conceivable effort to guard it, for it 
is a great copy that is unequalled. There is also a 
lengthy commentary on it, but we have abridged 
it, as there is no room for it in this book. 

The caliphs and sovereigns would carry it with 
them due to its power to render others obedi¬ 
ent, and its possessor acceptable, awe-inspiring,
